Madrid, August 3 (By Mail)—The 
movement of unrest which has been 
making itself more and more felt in 
Spain during the last two months, is 
due to three factors; the agitation 
in military circles, the discontent of 
the democratic party,(which includes 
socialists, republicans and reform­ 
ists), and the unrest of the working 
classes, due to the privations of the 
economic crisis. 
The dissatisfaction in the army is 
due to what is held to beyfavoritism, 
certain officers receiving advance­ 
ment through court influence. 
It is 
claimed by the Officers’ committees 
that the King is aiming to form a 
personal party in the army on which 
he can rely for events. 
A second 
reason for discontent is the insuffi­ 
ciency of officers’ pay and the need 
for technical reorganization in the 
array. 
As important is the agitation of 
the democratic group, which is daily 


growing more dissatisfied with 
the 
government’s 
attitude towards 
the 
belligerents and lack of 
firmness 
with regard to the Central Empires. 
This group 
which comprises 
the 
■various 
anti-constitutional parties 
and had been supporting the govern­ 
ment forms what is called the “Block 
of The Left,” is working with com­ 
bined energies to give Spanish neut­ 
rality a frankly Ententophile char­ 
acter. One of the ends in view is a 
diplomatic rupture with the Central 
Empire, the pretext for which would 
be the German submarine exploits 
against Spanish shipping. 
The third factor the unrest in the 
working classes, is entirely due to 
the economic crisis. 
Sympathy for 
one or the other group of belliger­ 
ents varies according to the different 
regions. 
The main object of the democratic 
party is, to turn both the military 
and the proletriat movements to its 
own benefit, by coordinating them 
and giving them a common direction. 
As regards the military malcon­ 
tents, this appears quite feasible, in 
view of the fact that so far the army 
has concerned itself very little with 
the actual 
form of 
government. 
Therefore if the “Block of the Left” 
can persuade the dissatisfied mili­ 
tary elements that their aims are 
shared by the democratic 
group, 
they will not hesitate to make com­ 
mon cause with them. 
The democratic group is likewise 
counting on turning the labor unrest 
to its advantage. If a general strike 
is proclaimed, which seems 
quite 
likely, and another cabinet crisis is 
the result, the workmen will not ob-

Boys Working Reserve 


Committee Finds Organization Has No Connection 


Whatever With The Military Department 


of The Government. 


NUMBER ASSIGNED TO COUNTY IS 350 


The committee appointed by the 


County Council of Defense to inves- 
tigate the U. S. Boys Working Re- 
serve to correct 
the erroneous re- 


port that the purpose of the move- 
ment was to get boys for military 
duty, made its report today. 
The 


committee, which was composed of 
A. M. Taylor, 
chairman, 
Carl E. 


Webb, M. W. Lyons, W. E. Wagon- 
er, J. T. Arbuckle, finds that the or- 
ganization has no connection with 
the .military department of the gov- 
ernment. The report follows: 


The undersigned, your committee 


appointed to make a thorough in- 
vestigation of the purposes of the 
United States Boys' Working Re- 
serve, beg leave to submit the fol- 
lowing findings: 


First. That within a short time 


there will-be 2,000,000 or more men 
of the United States engaged in mili- 
tary service and that these 2,000,000 
men will be drawn from the industrial 
and agricultural 
pursuits of 
this 


country; and that, if the industries 
from which they are taken are to be 
kept going, provision must be made 
to furnish workers to take the places 
of those withdrawn for military duty. 


Second. 
That the U. S. Boys' 


Working Reserve is organized under 
the supervision of the Department of 
Labor of the U. S. Government, and 
is in no way connected with the mili- 
tary branch of the government, and 
that the purposes of this organiza- 
tion is to furnish boys between the 
ages of 16 and 20 years to work on 
the farms and in the factories and 
take the places made vacant by tak- 
ing men for military duty. 


Third. We further find that the U. 


S. Boys' Working 
Reserve 
is in 


charge of Hon. William E. Hall of 
the Department of Labor, U. S. Gov- 
ernment, Washington, D. C., and that 
the Federal Zone (including Indiana) 
is under control of Bnrridge D. But- 
ler, Chicago, and that the Federal 
Director for 
Indiana is Isaac D. 


Straus of 
Indianapolis, who is a 


member of the State Council of De- 
fense and that the organization will 
be under the control of the County 
Council of 
Defense in the several 


counties of Indiana, and that neither 
of these officers nor the Council of 
Defense is connected with the mili- 
tary department, of the government. 


Fourth. That the boys to be re-

Washington, Aug. 31.—Some time 


while you are at camp, you're going 
to be drafted for a month's duty as 
dining room orderly. 


And woe be unto you if you muff 


your jab. 
The Mess Sergeant, that 


monarch of the mess hall crowned 
with a white cap, will be good to you 
as long as you're good to your job. 
But if you flunk it, 0 boy! 


So, for your advance information 


jere is a list of your duties: 


Your boss is the Mess Sergeant. 


You are 
held responsible 
for the 


leanliness of the dining room, pan- 
try, .the dishes and utensils. 


tf a plate, a spoon, a cup or what- 


soever, is lost or broken, 
and you 


can't £n& it or name the man who is 
to blame for it, you're the goat. Up- 
on being relieved at the end of your 
month's duty, all loss and breakage 
unaccounted for is charged out of 


ou pay. 
You've got to be at fche mess hall 


not less than ten 
minutes 
before 


each meal. Then you cut the bread 
nto thin slices and pile it neatly on 
plates, one of which is provided for 
each table.' 


During the service 
of the meal, 


you stay in the bread room and cut 
>read, handing it out to the waiters 
as they call for it. And if you're 
vise, you'll stay there and cut bread 
notlhing else. 


Be mighty careful how you cut it 


ilong toward the end of the meal, 
300. 
If you cut more than the men 


can eat, and a lot is, left over, you'll 
lear from the Mess Sergeant in no 
uncertain terms. 


1 After the meal has been served, 
•heck upon every man's 
utensils, 


hen take all the food left 
on the 


serving trays back to the kitchen. 
Whatever bread is left over in slices, 
you pack slosely in the bread box 
ind serve first at the next meal. 


And don't throw away the bread 


crumbs that accumulate in the bread 
room and pantry. Turn them over 
o the cooks. They can use them. 


Then you help 'boss the cook's po- 


rce cilear the tables in the dining 
•oom. 
Next you brush the tables. 


Then you scrub them good with hot 
vater and soap, rinse them in cold 
water, and dry them. 


Then you clean the 
saltcellars, 


lepper boxes, vinegar cruets, mus- 
ard pots and sugar bowls and fill 
hem for the next meal. 


After breakfast 
you place 
the 


stools on the tables, legs up. Then 
vou sweep and mop the dining room 
loor, using as little water as possn- 
ile, for the sake of avoiding sloppi- 
ncss, and carefully dry it. 


After dinner and supper, in addi- 


ion to the aforementioned things, 
vou sweep the dining room carefully. 
As soon as the floor is swept and 
scrubbed, you set the tables, put the 
stools in place and make the dining 
room as clean and neat looking as 
possible.

That's the job. 
If you do right,
